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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art of Henington et 
al does not provide more than one conveying member however as stated in the last office action paragraph 5, Henington et al teaches 
rollers 20A,20B these rollers are interpreted as the conveying member. It is noted that the prior art of record fails to teach the location of the 
conveying members as recited, but applicant has failed to recite the criticality of the location. Applicant further argues that no motivation 
was provided to duplicate the conveying members to have more than one of either side of the conveying path is that more than one 
conveying member on the same side of the path allows for a plurality of substrates to be treated and/or transported which would in essence 
increase throughput. Applicant argues also insinuate that the carrier elements each have a plurality of recesses but this is not claimed. 
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
